MOULDER PREDICTS | 


LAWS ON AGENCIES

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22— 
Representative Morgan M. 
Moulder (Dem.), Missouri, pre- 
dicted today a special House 
subcommittee would 
mend legislation making it a 
criminal offense to interfere 
with or influence a decision 
by a federal regulatory agency. 

Moulder, a member and for- 
mer chairman of the subcom- | 
mittee, told the Post-Dispatch 
the House group, in its current 
investigation of the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
“has only touched the surface” 
of attempts to sway the actions 
of the supposedly independent | 
agencies. 

“There are plenty 
cases involving other (regula- 
tory) agencies,” he said in an 
interview. He expresséd the 
hope that the subcommittee 
would “press forward” after 
it concludes hearings on the 
FCC’s. controversial award of 
a television channel in Miami, 
Fila. 

Committee Aroused. 

Other subcommittee mem- 
bers, aroused by disclosures of 
“pressure tactics” which fig- 
ured in the Channel 10 case 
in Miami, indicated they were 
seeking to devise ways 
shielding regulatory agencies 
from political interference. 

Representative Oren Harris

ceeded Moulder as subcom-'| 
mittee chairman, called the 


Channel 10 matter “one of the 
most disgraceful things ever 
brought to my attention.”

SINGAPORE, Feb. (AP) 
—Indonesian warplanes today 
bombed the rebel capital on 
Sumatra and two other major 
strongholds, knocking out their

world, rebel sources here said. 
In the second straight day 


of air attacks on the rival re- 
gime, Central government 
planes hit the rebel capital of 
Bukittinggi, the Sumatran city 
of Padang and the rebel cap- 
ital in the North Celebes, Men- 
ado 

Revolutionary 
sources in Singapore said the 
bombing attacks silenced the 
radio stations of all three 
points but there were no cas- 
ualties. 

Both Padang and Bukittinggi 
stations still were off the air 
tonight. 

The first exchange of fire 
between the rebels and the Cen- 
tral government was reported 
when units of the small Indo- 
nesian air force swept in for a 
bombing and strafing attack on 
the airfield at Padang after hit- 
ting the radio station. 

Rebel Anti-Aircraft Fire. 

Rebel sources said on the 
second sweep over the field, 
rebel forces opened fire on the 
planes with 50-caliber machine- 
guns. There was no .report 


whether the planes were hit. 


The number of planes in the 
various attacks was not speci- 
fied except in the raid on Pa- 
dang. Most of the rebel lead- 
ers have been staying at Pa- 
dang since they proclaimed 
their regime last Saturday. 

The Singapore sources said 
two B-25 bombers and two P-51 
fighters attacked Padang. 

The attack on Menado was 
the first of the three. The 
planes also bombed several im- 
portant bridges near Menado, 


_about 1500 miles northeast of | 


Jakarta. The Celebes rebels 
are supporting the Padang 
government although widely 
separated by seas and islands 


from Sumatra. 


Purpose of Attacks. 

The Indonesian government 
apparently had a twofold pur- 
pose in attacking the radio sta- 
tions. The first was to cut the 
communications link between 
Sumatra and such other rebel 
regions as the Celebes The 
other was to stop rebel broad- 
casts to the world. 

Two B-25s bombed a bridge 
at Painan, south of Padang, 
yesterday. 

The Central government ra- 
dio at Jakarta confirmed the 
bombings at Padang and Bu- 
and said land, sea 
and air communications be- 
tween Jakarta and central Su- 
matra had been cut. 

Jakarta radio said people in 
the target areas were warned 
by radio in advance of the air 
attacks.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22— 
New claims for unemployment 
insurance benefits last week 
continue the downtrend that 
started in mid-January, the 
abor Department's Bureau of 
Employment Security reported 
yesterday. 

The downtrend—normal at 
this time of year—indictes that 
unemployment may be rising at 
a slower rate than before. 

Volume of insured unem- 
ployment continues to rise to 
record levels, but the rate of 
increase has slowed with the 
declining volume of new 
claims. 

The number of new claims 
filed last week was 425,300, or 
31,500 fewer than the week 
before and 184,000 fewer than 
in the peak week of Jan. 5 to 
11. The report on insured un- 
employment, which lags behind 
the new claims report by one 
week, showed a total of 2.- 
971,800 insured unemployed 
persons in the week ended Feb. 
8—a 32,400 increase from the 
week before.

years. 
| A reorganization of Algoa 
‘will start at once, Col. James 
D. Carter, director of the De- 
partment of Corrections, an- 
nounced following the resigna- 
| Yon of the superintendent, Jo- 
'seph W. Appleman and his sec- 
ond in command, Edward M. 
Jennings. 
| In a surprise appearance yes- 
'terday. before a hastily -called 
meeting of the 544 inmates in 
one of the institution’s gym- 
‘masiums, Carter told them 
there was going to be a “new 
deal” at Algoa. 

The prisoners, some standing 
at the rear and others sitting 
on the floor in a semi-cirele in 
front of the former Marine 
| Corps colonel, were snickering 
and sneering when Carter 
Started talking. 

“You're gaing to get a new 
deal,” Carter said. “You're not 
going to get slapped around 
unnecessarily and you are go- 
ing to comply with orders. 

‘Strict, But Fair.’ 

“Your time at this institu- 
tion will have to be served 
|right. The best thing you can 
'do is to do what you are told 
and keep your mouth shut. 
|We're going to be strict, but 
we're going to be fair. You're 
going to get a whole new pro- 
gram. 

“You will have the right to 
come in and talk to your offi« 
cers about any of your prob- 
lems. That privilege always 
will be open to you. But don't 
think you're going to run this 
place. If we have to bear down, 
we will.” 

Some of the sneering and 
whispering stopped. Most of 
the men looked directly at Car- 
ter, intent on what he was say- 
ing. 

He told them more courses 
would be added to the reforma- 
tory schools and more voca- 
tional training departments 
would be instituted. He noted 
that much of the educational 
program at the instruction had 


_lagged in recent years 


The classifications committee 
will be revived and will try 
to do a fair job in classifying 
all prisoners and in keeping 
their records up to date and 


‘intact. He said the committee 


would make a periodic review 
of all records. 

“Il promise you,” he said, 
“there will be a better classi- 
fications committee and that 
promise will be kept.” 

All Whispering Stops. 

By this time all whispering 
had stopped. 

“You will get consideration 
on any request for reassign- 
ment to a new job.” Carter 
said. “One of the unfortunate 
things is that such requests 
were not acted on promptly in 
the past. 

“You're going to be treated 
like men If you act like a 
man you'll be treated that way. 
If you're a wise guy, then it 
will be different.” 

Carter said the recreation 
rooms, one in each of the 10 
dormitories, will be equipped. 
Now they are bare. One pris- 
oner raised his hand and asked: 
“Will we be allowed to play 
cards?” 

“There is a possibility of re- 
viving that privilege,’ Carter 
said. “This will depend on the 
result of some trial runs. I'm 
not making any definite prom- 
ise in that direction. It's going 
to be up to you.’ 

Card playing privileges were 
removed some time ago, be- 
ca the inmates gambled. 

When Carter had finished 
speaking, he asked if anyone 
had any questions. Many hands 
were raised. The inmates 
wanted to know more about the 
return of privileges, classifica- 
tions and parole possibilities. 

‘Get That Man to Dentist.’ 

One inmate asked Carter 


what he had to do to get au- 


thority to see a dentist about 
a cavity. Carter whirled around 
to one of the Algoa officials 
and said:

The 40-year-old sergeant was 
sentenced last night to five 
prison at hard labor 
after being found guilty of 
conspiring to commit espio- 
nage 

“T intend to fight.” Rhodes 
told reporters after the court 
announced the sentence, which 
includes dishonorable discharge 
from the Army and forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances 

The military court of 10 of- 
ficers convicted him also on a 
companion charge of falsifying 
a loyalty certificate. 

Possible Sentences. 

Rhodes. a veteran of 15 
years’ military service, could 
have drawn life imprisonment 
on the first charge and one year 
in jail on the second. The court 
decreed the five-year term 
would cover both 

Both the verdict and the sen- 
tence will be reviewed by the 
commander of the Military Dis- 
trict of Washington, Maj. Gen 
John G. Van Houten 

Van Houten can approve 
both the verdict and sentence, 
throw out the verdict or reduce 
the sentence. He cannot, how- 
ever, make the sentence more 
severe 

From Van Houten, the case 
probably will go to an Army 
board of review and possibly 
to the Court of Military Ap- 
peals, the supreme court of 
military justice.

3000 persons had reserved tick- 
ets, indicating receipts of about 
$300,000 to be applied to the 
Democratic deficit of $700,000. 
Itching to Pour It On. 

The 73-year-old Truman was 
described as itching to pour lit 
on the Republicans on eco- 
nomic and other issues. He 
promised the Republicans he 
will “tell ‘em what's on my 
mind.” But he kept the con- 
tents of the speech to himself 

House Speaker Sam _ Ray- 
burn of Texas, an intimate of 
the former President, said that 
after Truman's speech tonight 
“the Republicans wil! be 
squealing like stuck pigs 

Anticipating a ‘give ‘em 
hell” type speech by Truman, 
several Senate Republican 
leaders yesterday let loose a 
“public memorandum” aimed 
at the former Democratic Pres- 
ident.

12 inmates in the hole. There 
are 12 cells there. but three of 
them could not be used be- 


cause of broken plumbing 
That meant that six men had 
to double up, two to a cell 

They are dingy, 7 by 9 foot 
cubicles with one iron cot at 
tached to the wall and a toilet 
in one corner. When two men 
occupy one cell, one of the 
men has to sleep on the floo 
because the cot is not. large 
enough for two 

Two of the inmates in the 
hole were there for what the 
guards called ‘“‘cowboying,”’ or 
horseplay. A guard had seen 
them rip a towel in half. The 
towel belonged to one of them 
They were ripping it to make 
shoe shine cloths Both were 
sentenced to five days in the 
hole 

When the committee arrived 
they had already been in the 
hole seven days One of the 
two had had a perfect record 
in Algoa and was up for parole 
next month 

Carter held hearings for the 
12 men in the hole and learned 
that most of them did not 
know why they were there, ol 
what rule they had violated 
He also ordered that each man 
in the hole be given two blan- 
kets. They were shivering with 
one blanket each when the 
committee saw them 


Charges Persecution. 

In an interview in his home 
on the Algoa grounds, Apple-

Terminal’s Broken Word 


“Disappointing” is too mild a word for the 
switch of the Terminal Railroad on the re- 
location of the riverfront tracks, an essential 
preliminary to the development of the na- 
tional memorial and the building of the 
Saarinen arch. 

Although an understanding was reached 
last Nov. 29 which left nothing to be settled 
except the sharing of the cost of relocation, 
the Terminal now offers a “new plan” which 
is utterly unsatisfactory. This contemplates 
no more than removing the elevated struc- 
ture and laying the tracks on the low ground 
at the east side of the park site. 

Since that is covered by flood water 19 
days in the year, this proposal seems mean- 
ingless except as the basis for new “studies” 
of flood-prevention. In fact, the whole thing 
smacks mightily of a’ crude attempt at stall- 
ing. The Terminal has broken its werd to 
St. Louis 

Unhappily, this is characteristic of the 
Terminal's attitude toward St. Louis. The 
same unwillingness to co-operate was indi- 
cated by its last-minute attempt to torpedo 
the anti-smoke ordinance. And then there 
was the “bridge arbitrary’ which earned 
the combined railroads the names of “big 
cinch” and “kidglove bandit.” 

The directors of the Terminal may feel 
that they have no interest in St. Louis. But 
they make their profits here. If St. Louis 
business declines, Terminal business will de- 
cline. If there are sharp shifts in the geo- 
graphic pattern of St. Louis business—espe- 
cially a decline of the downtown area—the 
Terminal will face expensive readjustments. 
So it should be a keen supporter of a devel- 
opment which would revive the area. Be- 
yond that, it should try to be a good citizen. 


There is a federal appropriation now avail- 
able for work on the riverfront. This money, 
however, must be used before a new Con- 
gress comes into being. That means, in ef- 
fect, that work must be started this year. The 
community is not disposed to lose this op- 
portunity because of the selfishness of the 
Terminal. 

Those who make the Terminal’s policies 
would be wise indeed to take a more friendly 
attitude toward the community on which they 
are dependent. And the Missouri Pacific

After carrying one or more vacancies for 
nearly a year, the Senate's Committee on the 
District of Columbia is up to full strength.

Sena- 
tor Proxmire of Wisconsin has been named 
to round out the committee membership on 
the Democratic side. Previously Senator 
Hoblitzell, the freshman Republican from 
West Virginia, was. assigned by the Republi- 
can leadership to the seat which has been 
unfilled since Senator Case of New Jersey 
left the committee midway through the last 
session. Now the committee can get down 
to work again—and it has important work to 
do. This ought to be the session that sees 
the passage of a home-rule bill for the na- 
tional capital and the granting of the right 
to vote for its citizens. 


People of the Mystery 


There is a measured march like a bell 
tolling in the deterioration of the cast of 
characters involved in the mystery of the 
missing $300,000 Greenlease ransom money. 
In the five years since the crime, nobody has 
gone up. Everyone has gone down. Any 
novelist or playwright whose imagination is 
deeply moved by the disintegration of per- 
sonality — Faulkner, O'Neill, Dreiser, John 
O'Hara, Dostoyevsky—should be fascinated 
by the spectacle of a seemingly inexorable 
fate grinding on toward a presumptive but 
still problematical denouement. 


Call the roll. Former Police Lieut. Louis 
Shoulders, imprisoned for perjury, broken in 
health, his son Louis in trouble with the law 
20 times in the past four years on charges 
ranging from speeding to suspicion of mur- 
der. Former.Special Officer Elmer Dolan, 
Lieut. Shoulders’ former partner, also im- 
prisoned, for two years, for perjury, Sandra 
June O'Dea, working as a barmaid, fighting 
with her mother over an 11-year-old daugh- 
ter she is unfit to care for. John O. Hager, 
the taxi driver, in domestic and financial dif- 
ficulties, skipping town with a partly-paid-for 
automobile. Joseph Costello, the ex-convict 
owner of a taxi company, under sentence for 
violating the National Firearms Act, suffer: 
ing from a nervous condition and hospital- 
ized several times in the past few months. 

The progression is building up. One of 
these days, human nature being what it is, 
something may give way as stronger and 
Sironger strains are put upon weaker and 
weaker threads. Perhaps it will not have to 
be much at all that breaks. A single strand, 
but the whole fabric may come unraveling. 
When has fiction provided a more fascinating 
mystery, including its possible solution in 
the subtleties of character?

Chief Hospital Job Still Open 


The post of city hospital commissioner has 
been vacant for more than a year—actually 
since the death of Dr. Walter E. Hennerich 
on Dec, 3, 1956. Attention has been called 
to this fact by Clarence Pearson of the So- 
cial Planning Council with this comment: 


The hospital division will find it dif- 
ficulty if not impossible: to move forward 
toward the goals set in the Greater St. 
Louis health and hospital survey unless 
a competent hospital commissioner is 
obtained: 


He also suggested that community leaders 
take a new look at the situation in the hope 
of “alleviating the rapid trend we are now 
seeing toward a piecemeal approach without 
over-all direction.” 

Part of the trouble, of course, is that it is 
difficult to find a full-time man for this po- 
sition with a salary ceiling of only $10,000. 
If this cannot be raised, the city surely should 


explore the possibility of obtaining the part- 
time services of a competent member of the 
staff of one of the two local medical schools. 

Matters cannot be allowed to drift without 
inviting another outbreak of protests such as 
those which led to investigations by the 
Board of Aldermen as well as Mayor Tuck- 
ers committee of hospital experts. 


Surrender Already? 


What comes out of the final three-day ses- 
sion this weekend of Secretary of Defense 
Neil McElroy and his advisory group will 
have much to do with the reorganization of 
the nation’s complicated defense machinery. 
The conclusions that they reach in this meet- 
ing at Ramey Air Force Base, Puerto Rico, 
should carry much weight when submitted to 
President Eisenhower for general discussion 
and his action. 

Informed sources in Washington report 
that President Eisenhower is still determined 
to press for his proposal that would give the 
Secretary of Defense statutory authority to 
transfer appropriated funds of a limited 
amount from one military source to another. 
If this were granted, the Navy, for instance, 
might be given funds for submarines that 
were appropriated for Air Force planes, or 
vice versa. 

It can readily be seen that this would be 
advantageous in this time when new weapons 
develop so suddenly. Since this concerns the 
jealously guarded power of the purse, Con- 
gress may be expected to offer some opposi- 
tion despite the excellent reasons for the 
change. 

Another proposal sure to bring Congres- 
sional opposition was the much-discussed sug- 
gestion to create a single Chief of Staff for 
the three services. President Eisenhower has 
several times shown himself to be heartily 
in favor of such a proposal and so have some 
of McElroy’s consultants. Unfortunately, this 
excellent proposal has apparently been 
dropped because of the opposition § in 
Congress. 

Instead, it is now reported that the Ad- 
ministration will seek relatively minor 
changes in the Joint Chiefs of Staff setup. 
The Chairman, now a mere co-ordinating of- 
ficer, would be given certain veto rights 
when the three chiefs fail to reach unani- 
mous agreement 

Secretary McElroy and his advisers are said 
to be in agreement with the President on a 
plan to unify the. strategic planning bodies 
that now exist separately in the three serv- 
ices. The unified group would be incor- 
porated in the organization of the Joint 
Chiefs. It also is expected that the reor- 
ganization plans will include a proposal to 
designate the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
as the single military adviser. 


A haif loaf generally is better than none, 
but that is going to be small solace in this 
instance. The need for a single Chief of 
Staff has been growing more and more appar- 
ent since the end of World War II. To the 
many sound reasons for the single Chief the 
negative argument has been that he would be- 
come ‘‘a man on horseback.” How could that 
happen when he would be appointed by a 
civilian President, approved by a civilian 
Senate and under control of a civilian Secre- 
tary of Defense? 

It is to be hoped that President Eisenhower, 
who has shown such intense interest in the 
military reorganization problem, who has 
strongly favored a single Chief and who 
speaks with the authority of a lifetime of 
military service, has not entirely given up 
the fight for this major point—especially be- 
fore the fight has really begun. 


Again, a Conscience 


Senator Margaret Chase Smith has re- 
signed from the Republican Senatorial Cam- 
paign Committee. The reason advanced is 
that she disapproved of the decision of the 
committee to accept funds raised at the Texas 
oil dinner under the open solicitation of 
Texas G.O.P. National Committeeman H. J. 
Porter. This is wholly understandable. 
Although the National Committee found 
these funds tainted, as they were, the Sen- 
atorial Committee in the person of Senator 
schoeppel of Kansas said they were not. 
Senator Smith declines to be a party to this 
ethical sleight-of-hand. And this is not the 
first time the Maine Senator has been the 
conscience of her party in the Senate. Eight 
years ago, when her men colleagues sat silent, 
she drafted and read her memorable Decla- 
ration of Conscience in which she disavowed 
McCarthyism and its perpetrator. The Re- 
publican party ought to be proud of the Lady 
from Maine. 


ip to Two Friends 


The one ray of hope for a restoration of 
national unity in Indonesia, where the outer 
istand rebels are defying the Jakarta govern- 
ment, lies in the chance that President Su- 
karno and his former Vice President, Mo- 
hammed Hatta, can reach an understanding. 


The ultimatum, in which the rebels told 
Sukarno that he would have to cleanse his 
government of the many pro-Communist of- 
ficials, expired last week. Nothing decisive 
has happened since then. Sukarno terms the 
rebellion “silly.” The colonels’ junta has 
proclaimed Dr. Prawirenegari head of the 
new government. Sukarno and Hatta con- 
ferred for two hours and there is hope they 
will continue to confer. 


The rebels have only a few thousand 
troops while the Sukarno regime has 200,000 
and some planes and small warships that 
have been patrolling Sumatra, the rebel 
stronghold. Sumatra, however, produces most 
of the foreign exchange and Sukarno cannot 
long do without it. There are signs that the 
economic issue may force him into decisive 
military action against the rebels. 


Since Sukarno and Hatta both toiled side 
by side to win independence from the Dutch 
in 1949, it would appear these two old friends 
could find a solution—unless Sukarno is too 
far gone on the idea of “guided democracy” 
that he proclaimed two years ago after a 
visit to Red China. It is difficult to see how 
Sukarno expects a nation that is almost 90 
per cent Mohammedan to accept anything so 
tinged with Communism as his Peiping-bor- 
rowed idea. 

As long as the talks go on there is en- 
couragement for the belief that common 
sense will prevail and the Republic of Indo- 
nesia will emerge intact from the troubled 
times that have befallen it. Fighting would 
settle nothing and probably would open the 
door for the Communists.
